It passed without 
gishap more serious than the blocking of a 
gartain—an incident which caused the audi- 
ee a moment of bated breath—but those 
in 4 position of responsibility did not feel a 
jessening of the strain until they were as- 
sured by the sight of the emptied play-

‘pected and menacing were groundless. 


Two Audiences Are Present. 

On the 2684 day after that December after- 
noon on which 600 lives were lost within the 
walls of the theater the building was re- 
opened as a playhouse. a 

The chosen name, the Vaudeville, flared out 
deldty and brilliantly at the street entrance. 

Lights and bright colors, mainly brilliant 
red, everywhere sought to remove the mem- 
ory of gloom. , 

Two audiences were drawn to the spot. 
One sought the interior and held checks for 
seats and boxes. It was silent when it en- 
tered, but afterwards is was feverishly gay. 


Stand in Street and Stare. 
The other staid in the street, some portion 


' of it treading a somber, curious way into and 


out the outer foyer of the theater. This audi- 
nce did not have even a superficial interest 
in the stage scenes of the night. It cared only 
to gaze into the electric lighted cavern of the 


koyer. Its interest was based on studying 


those who entered and on speculation. 

All the evening it remained there, varying 
only slightly in numbers. Inside the hun- 
dreds seemed to force their attention upon 
the sights of the stage, preferring to avoid

Crime, Apparently for Robbery, 
Takes Place in Shanty Near . 
the Southern City — 
Limits.

| Two Sicilians dead and a third fatally 

wounded was the result of a murderous at- 
tack on railway section hands last night in 
their shanty near Riverdale. Their savings 
of years, with which the victims intended to 
start for Europe today, formed the appar- 
ent motive of the attack, according to the be- 
lief of the police. 

Another theory of the killing was a feund— 
perhaps the Black Hand—but the ante-mor- 
tem statement of the only one of the trio 
yet living was that the assailants took 880 
of his money. He could give no idea of who 


they were. 

The Dead. 
SCAEZIA, ANDREA, section hand on Chicago 
Terminal Transfer railway, shot in neck, in- 
stantly killed.

Binzenza, Bruno, Chicago Terminal Transfer rail- 
way section. hand; shot through abdomen, 
brought to Chicago on Illinois Central train and 
taken to county hospital; will die. 


Large Wallet of Money Left. 

In the pocket of a coat belonging to one of 
the victims was $485 in American money— 
overlooked by the robbers in their haste, 
should the robbery theory prove the correct 
one. 

Early this morning the police of Harvey 
arrested three Italians. They were armed, 
had considerable money, and admitted com- 
ing from Riverdale. A number of other sus- 
pects were captured in the four hours fol- 
lowing the murders. 


One Victim Makes Statement. 

At 2 a. m. Binzenza, in the county hospital, 
‘made the following ante-mortem statement, 
through an interpreter: 

We were sleeping in our shanty. Two 
masked men came through the window, and 
without saying a word, opened fire. 

“ Fifty dollars was taken from me, andthe 
other men each had a good deal of money. I 
do not know who the men were or whether 
they got the rest of the money.” 


Shanty in Remote District. 
The shanty in which the men lived is in a 


Central, and half à mile below the city Hm 


its. Similar dwellings are scattered through 
the region. 

It was 10:20 o'clock when two masked men 
entered the “ shack,” Binzenza told the po- 
lice. He and his two friends were asleep in 


in their faces. 

Before the startled workmen could make a 
move to defend themselves both the robbers 
began to shoot. At the first fire Binzenza 
was struck and Scaezia was killed. 


One Body Found at the Door. 

Veriuso evidently made a fight for his 
life, for his body was found in the doorway of 
the house when the police and a crowd of 
frenzied Italians arrived a few minutes later. 

After the shooting the robbers apparently 
searched the shanty“hastily, overlooking the 
$485 in a victim’s coat pocket. Then they 
set fire to the house and fled toward the 
swamps along the Little Calumet. 


Binzenza Gives Warning. 
Several persons in a saloon, some distance 
away, heard the shots, but no one took notice 
of them until Bingenza draggeg himself 
across the tracks, to the switch tower, where 
he fell unconscious in the doorway at the 
feet of L. Kerrigan. the tower man. 
Kerrigan ran past the unconscious work- 
man to the telegraph station, where he sent 
a message to the Riverdale police station. A 
few minutes afterward: the only policeman 
in the station, Paul Simmick, reached the 
gate of the cottage and opened it, only to 
stumble on the body of one of the three vic- 
tims in dying convulsions. He was lifeless 
when Simmick examined him. 


Work to Put Ont the Fire. 

In the search of the cottage which followed, 
the third Italian was found lying in the front 
room on a bed in his underclothes. The bed 
had been ignited. The policeman and the 
residents of Riverdale who had gathered first 
devoted their efforts to saving the house from 
being destroyed by fire. 

Little information concerning the attack 
could be gained from Binzenza when he had 
been temporarily revived by a physician of 
the Illinois Central railway and his wounds 
dressed preparatosy to his removal to Chi- 
cago. 

It was evident, however, from the appear- 
ance of the two rooms of the cottage occu- 
pied by the three Italians that the men had 
been shot down without warning, and possi- 
bly without recognizing their assailants. 


Questioned While on the Train. 

While being taken to Chicago on an Illi- 
noic Central train Binzenza was questioned 
in his own language by one of his friends 
living in Kensington, named Simon Mundo. 
According to Mundo, the dying man stated 
that he was in bed when the robbers en- 
tered. From the man's incoherent state- 
ments, made while he was in great pain, 
Mundo gained that the three workmen had 
been shot at by both of the men as soon as 
they crossed the threshold. 

Binzenza said both robbers held handker- 
chiefs to their faces as they fired. Only one 
shot struck him. He fell to the floor, nome. 
and knew nothing of what followed. 

This statememt agreed in general with the 
wounded man’s ante-mortem statement later 
at the county hospital.

LONDON, Sept. 20, 3 a. m.—The news that 
the Russian garrison at Port Arthur made 
a sortie on Sunday in an effort to recapture 
Etseshan fort and that the effort failed indi- 
cates to military observers here that the 
situation at the fortress is desperate indeed, 
The news of the sortie, however, is not off- 
cial. 

Etseshan fort has been the scene of some 
of the most desperate fighting around Port 
Arthur. For a long time after the Rus- 
sians were driven out of it they were able 
to prevent the Japanese from occupying it. 
The mikado's forces seem to have finally 
got a foothold in the fort. 

The possession of Etseshan fort is vital to 
Gen. Stoessel. From Etse hill Japanese guns 
command the full sweep of the inner harbor 
and of Port Arthur. It ie only two miles 
northwest of the city. 

The news of a Russian repulse at so vital 
a point is taken as an ominous sign here. 


Japs Move on Mukden. 

Col. Gaedko, the correspondent of the Ber- 
Un Tageblatt in the far east, telegraphs 
from Mukden, under date of Sept. 19, as 
follows: 

The Japanese are advancing slowly, with 
a broad front, the left resting on the Liao 
river and the right on the mountains, prob- 
ably the Fushan coal mines, twenty-seven 
miles eastward. The Russian troops have 
recovered their spirits. 

Chinese officials are suspected of secretly 
aiding the Japanese.“ 


Russian General Killed? 

The Morning Post's Shanghai correspond- 
ent telegraphs that there ts an unconfirmed 
rumor there that Gen. Mistchenko, com- 
mander of the Russian eastern Cossack 
brigade, has been killed.

The Chefoo correspondent of the Telegram 
says letters from their husbands received 
there by wives of officers at Port Arthur say 
the naval guns on the Liautishan fort are 
nearly worn out by incessant firing. it 
added that a ship recently ran the blockade, 
bringing a submarine boat in sections. No- 
body in Port Arthur understands submarine 
boats, but some of the officers and crew of 
the battleship Peresviet volunteered to oper- 
ate the craft.

ITALIAN CITIES

Workmen in Rome, and 
Fighting Follows. 


STRIKE NEARLT AT END. 


Rioters Keep Police and Troops 
Busy in Larger Trade 
Centers.

ROME, Sept. 19.—Ten thousand working- 
men asembled here tonight to protest against 
the intervention of troops, a number of well 
known anarchists taking a prominent part in 
the proceedings. The chief speaker was the 
revolutionary socialist deputy, Ferri, who 
delivered a violent address. 

The streets in the vicinity of the meeting 
were occupied by soldiers, including detach- 
ments of artillery. ry attempt was made 
by the, demonstrators to invade the center 
of the town, but the crowds were dispersed 
by cavalry charges, in which about twenty 
civilians were wounded. 

The strike in Rome, however, is practically 
at an end, the workmen having decided to 
abandon the strike. ‘The city is resuming 
its normal aspect. 


Conflicts with the Troops.

Czar Decides to Send a Second Great

Acting upon the advice qf his military ad- 
visers, Emperor Nicholas has decided to form 


a second Manchurian army. It will be formed 


of the corps which are being sent to the far 
east and Lieut. Gen. Linevitch probably will 
be given the command of the second army. 
Gen. Kouropatkin will become chief of both 
armies, but probably without the title of 
commander in chief. 

It is this impending reorganization which 


seems to have led to the countless rumors

During the sinking of Japanese trans- 
ports by the Vladivostok squadron it was al- 
most impossible to save their crews. At one 
time the water around the cruiser was filled 
with a thousand Japanese, who sank rather 
than be rescued.

HEADS OF TWO UNIVERSITIES RE- 
PLY TO ACCUSATIONS. 


Faculty of University of Michigan 
Declares System of Control There 
Has Worked with Perfect Success— 
University of Wisconsin Also As- 
serts Girl Students There Are Care- 


|‘ ¢ally Looked After—Former Student 


Says Some Girls Are Wild. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Sept. 19.—{Special.}—The 
charges by Miss Lillian. Thompson at the 
sorority conference in Chicago that not 
enough care was taken of the coeds at her 
alma mater, Ann Arbor, are regarded here 
as unjustified. Her various criticisms are 
considered more fitting an earlier period, per- 
haps ten years ago, when Miss Thompson was 
more farailiar with conditions among the 
coeds at the various colleges. ) 

President James B. Angell said Miss 
Thompson's implication that the University 
of Michigan had no rules for the government 
of girls did not at all fit the situation here. 

“In the first place,“ he said. Michigan 
aims at creating a public sentiment which 
shall set such high standards that our girls. 
will be safe without rules. Though Michigan 
does not have dormitories and make rules like 
other colleges, nevertheless we have as many 
rules as any other college, only they are 
applied differently. The regulations in most 
colleges apply to every girl student, but ours 
are made only for individual cases. Few per- 
sons know of the existence of these rules at 
Michigan.“ 


Public Opinion Method Used. 
How these rules are applied was illustrated 
by Michigan’s woman'sdean. Michigan, she 
explained, is trying with success a method of 
governing its girls unique in this country— 


the public opinion method. Last year a 


young woman guilty of ne worse offense than 
receiving too many callers in her room was 
told she could not return to Michigan this 
year unless she lived at her sorority house, 
where salutary rules are enforced. 

Her father wrote to Michigan saying he 
found no rules in the catalogue permitting 
the faculty to say where his daughter should 
reside and that she should not have her own 
private rooms. The answer from Michigan 
was: We have rules governing the body 
of our students, and we make rules to fit 
every individual case. She cannot return ex- 
cept on our conditions.” 

Two coeds were sent home from Michigan 
last year for no immoral conduct, but merely 
on a charge of “silly conduct.” So quietly 
did Michigan's regulating machinery work 
that this incident never got into print. 


Coeds as a Class Are Younger. 

An authority in the faculty said further: 

„Miss Thompson would regulate coeduca- 
tional institutions with a woman’s league. 
Michigan has the oldest college woman's 
league in the country. The charge that care- 
tul parents send their daughters east instead 
of to Michigan, arises from the fact that ten 
years ago Michigan girls were a matured 
class, every one preparing to teach school; 
but now coeds are entering younger and are 
prettier. They are studying merely to pre- 
pare for society and therefore are harder to 
manage. 

Wisconsin Claims to Be Safe.

Accord- 
ingly, two years ago, the office of dean of the 
women was established and Miss Mayhew 
elected, her duties being almost entirely ad- 
visory. In addition there is the preceptréss 
of Chadbourne hall, a dormitory for women 
only. The preceptress looks after the 200 
young women in her charge. Then, too, the 
women’s self-government association was 
formed by women students and the univer- 
sity league by wives of the faculty. Both 
of them look after the interests of the girls, 
so you see the interests of women students 
are not lost sight of.“ 

Miss Mayhew said. Every precaution 
for the safety of young women is taken.“ 


Says Some Girls Are Fast. 


A young matron, recently a popular mem- 
ber of a sorority, said: 

I dislike to, but I must admit it, that the 
Greek letter girls are much the fastest girls 
in the university, but their exuberance is 
rather in the line of innocent fun than any 
wrongdoing. 

** Chadbourne hall has room for only one- 
fourth of the girls here, and practically no 
sorority girls stay there. They live at their 
chapter houses and have much less restraint, 
when, as a rule, because of greater freedom 
given them by their wealth, they should 
have more. In consequence they often go 
too far, and if their chaperons object they 
discharge them and get new ones. 

I think a better and safer school for girls 
than Wisconsin could hardly be found, but 
things are tending to go wrong and should be 
arrested in time.“

JOLIBT IDOL 18 SMASHED. 


KNY, POPULAR AROLED 
CONVICT, ARRESTED. 


Charge of Defrauding Fellow-Employe 
d American Steel and Wire Com- 
pany Startles City—Was Paying At- 
tention to Daughter of Friend and 
Engagement Was Expected—Money 
Said to Have Been Lost on the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade. 


Joliet had one of its idols shattered yester- 
day when Luther Kny, employed by the 
American Steel and Wire company, was ar- 
rested on a charge of defrauding a fellow 
employé. Although a paroled convict, Kny 
had many friends in the town and was re- 
spegted. He declared, and his friends be- 
lieved him, that he was an innocent man, 
sent to Joliet as the result of a plot insti- 
gated by a rich Chicago banker who loved 
Mrs. Kny. He did not tell this openly, but 
as a secret, and it received the more cre- 
dence. His attentions to a young woman 
long had attracted attention, and the town 
was prepared for the announcement gf their 
engagement. 

Instead, last night came the news of Kny’s 
arrest. When the fellow employé and busi- 
ness men had computed their losses they 
said the man had obtained more than $1,000 
in a few months. He was preparing to flee, 
it is believed, when taken on a warrant 
sworn to by Henry Armstrong, who had lent 
him $800. Kny also, it is said, owes Mrs. W. H. 
Hulsizer a considerable sum, and on Satur- 
day secured $100 in worthless checks. Most 
of the money was lost on the Chicago board 
of trade, it is believed. 


From Cell to Trusted Citizen. 


Sixteen months ago Kny was paroled from 
the Joliet penitentiary. He had been con- 
victed in Chicago of forgery and swindling. 
He was an expert bookkeeper, however, and 
soon secured employment in the office of the 
American Steel and Wire company. He 
rented bachelor apartments in the Charlotte 
flats, dressed well, and made friends rapidly 
among the young men and women of the 
city. 

Among those who were impressed by his 
bearing were Dr. A. L. Moody and family. 
To them he confided his story of persecution. 
A rich Chicago banker, he explained, had 
fallen in love with Mrs. Kny. To get rid of 
her husband this man, it was said, entered 
into a complicated conspiracy which ended 
in Kny’s arrest, conviction, and imprison- 
ment in Joliet. Whereupon Mrs, Kny, be de- 
clared, had secured a divorce and been mar- 
ried to the banker. 

Pays Court to Friend’s Daughter. 

About this. time Kny’s attention to the 
daughter of one of his friends began to at- 
tract notice. Her parents objected to a 
paroled convict for a son-in-law, but the 
man, it is said, was not discouraged. 

His employers. were pleased with his work 
and advanced him. The ex-convict seemed 
assured of success and then he began to bor- 
row money, it is declared. Armstrong says 
he lent him $850, all of which, he learned 
later, was lost in speculation. Last week 
Armstrong demanded payment, and Kny 
gave him, it is said, a note signed by Mrs. 
Hulsinzer. Armstrong called on her and 
learned that she was Kny’s creditor, not 

debtor. Further inquiry showed, it is said, 
that Kny had cashed checks at several Joliet 
stores on Saturday, securing around $100. 
Suspecting that his friend was preparing 
to flee, Armstrong secured the warfant for his

Judge Hanecy Declares Himself in Re- 
leasing Ex-Convict Arrested Because 
of Keeping Bad Company. 


Judge Hanecy yesterday assailed police 
methods when he granted the release op 
habeas corpus proceedings of Charles Cof- 
fey, 21 years old, charged with disorderly 
conduct. The man is a former inmate of the 
Pontiac reformatory and was arrested, it 
was declared, because he was found in com- 
pany with a thief. 

“If the police are arresting men for the 
company they keep and without any other 
charge against them it is time it was 
stopped.“ declared Judge Hanecy.

You or I might be 
with a disreputable person and subject to 
arrest without being guilty of any crime. 

Tou exceed your authority when you ar- 
rest a man fornocrime. You should be more 
careful in making arrests and do your in- 
vestigating before a man is brought to 
prison.“ 

“ Coffey had just secured employment and 
had a good position, said Attorney Cant- 
well. “ Every time he gets work and begins 
to lead an honest life the police arrest him 
and cause him to be discharged.”

Enemies of President Donnelly Seek to 


Form a Smaller National Organiza- 
tion, Including Only the Highly 
Skilled Workers — Franklin Union 
Stands Out Against Amalgamating— 
Report of Employment Bureau of 
Chicago Employers’ Association. 


Two men who were the leaders in the seces- 
sion of the New York butchers from the 
National Butcher Workmen's union now are 
on the way to Chicago to try to create a divis- 
ion in the ranks of the local organization. 
These men are John Kennedy, chairman of 
the advisory board which called off the strike 
in the eastern city against the instructions ot. 
the general officers, and Jack Craven of the 
sheep biitchers. Kennedy and Craven long 
have fought Donnelly in the union. 

Word that the men were coming to Chicago 
to spread the secession movement was re- 
ceived yesterday by some of the Chicago 
leaders. In New York the majority of the 
members of the union are declared to be 
loyal to the national organization. The chief 
disaffection exists among the sheep and cat- 
tle butchers, and the leaders of these unions 
are said to have mapped out a plan for creat- 
ing a new national organization, which will 
include only the highly skilled workers. 


Men Seek Reinstatement. 

President Donnelly called on Armour & Co. 
and Swift & Co. to see about the reinstate- 
ment of the Chicago sheep butchers. Arthur 
Meeker, at Armour’s requested him to wait 
for the return of J. Ogden Armour on Wed- 
nesday or Thursday. Superintndent C. O. 
Young at Swift's said that he had been in- 
structed to hire sheep butchers exactly as he 
hired other workers, in accordance with the 
understanding ending the strike. Reémploy- 
ment of all members is demanded by the local 


union. 
Franklin Union Stands Pat. 
Efforts to unite the Franklin union of 
pressfeeders and the International Printing 
Pressmen’s and Assistants’ union again have 
failed. The pressfeeders refused to meet 


the advances of the leaders of the other or- | 


ganization, declaring they wished to fight 
their battles alone. : 
Employment Bureau Work. 

The employment bureau of the Employers’ 
association of Chicago, which was attacked 
on Sunday in the federation of labor meet- 
ing, has registered 3.000 applications for 
work since its establishment in June. It has 
been little patronized by union men. Work 
has been found for 1,200 applicants. Of the 
men employed 89 per cent were nonunion and 
11 per cent were union. 

References were required of applicants and 
97 per cent of them brought credentials satis- 
factory tothe employers. The workers repre- 
sented ninety-six crafts; they were hired by 
250 employers in thirty-one industries. 


MAKES THREATS: FINED $200. 


Stockyards Striker Arrested for Intimi- 
dating Man Who Took Place 
He Left. 


Anticipating a request from the city hal! 
to impose the limit fine in cases of intimida 
tion, as an outgrowth of the stockyards 
strike, Justice Underwood yesterday fined 
William Johnson, a former laborer in the 
yards, $200 for threatening the man who se- 
cured his job during the strike. 

Johnson was an elevator man employed by 
Armour & Co. When the strike was over he 
found another man in his place. 

What do you mean by taking the bread 
away from my family?” asked Johnson. “ I 
want you to understand that you must get out 
of here. The employé replied that he also 
had a family, and Johnson went away vow- 
ing revenge. 

A day or two later Johnson again appeared 
and renewed his threats. “ We will put you 
in the hospital if you don’t go,“ hesaid. The 
new man became frightened and had Johnson 
arrested. Johnson probably will work out 
the fine in the county jail at the rate of $5 
a day.

Besides Local Civies There Is to Be 
Instruction in Manual Training and 
Household Arts as Well as in Ali 
Branches Taught to Pupils—Pian to 
Do Away with Necessity of Special 
Instructors — Over Three Thousand 
Enroll Themselves. 


The government of Chicago is to be sub- 
jected to critical and analytical study by 
Chicago public school teachers. Chicago 
has been made the “laboratory” for the 
practical study of municipal civics by the 
teachers enrolled in that department of nor- 
mal school extension work. Each important 
function of city and local government will 
be studied from the following three points of 
view: 

Its actual present working in Chicago. 

Its evolution or history in Chicago. -~ 

Its history and actual working in some other 
American and European cities. 

The course of study prepared for the nor- 
mal extension classes was mailed yesterday 
to all the school teachers in Chicago simul- 
taneously with the beginning of the third 
year of the normal extension work. It in- 
cludes courses in the philosophy, history, and 
science of education, together with all the 
branches of study taughtin the schools. 

In addition to these courses, the teachers 
are to be given instruction in manual training 


and household arts. In the manual traitiing | 


course the teachers will be taught the prin- 
ciples of paper and cardboard instruction, 
bookbinding, woodwork, and metalwork. In 
the household arts department they will learn 
the science of cookery. 

It is intended to do away with the necessity 
of employing special teachers for these spe- 


clal branches of study by preparing regular 


public school teachers for the work. 

Over 3,000 public school teachers enrolled 
themselves during the day as pupils in the 
extension department. It is anticipated that 
by the end of the week the enrollment will be 
swelled to 4,000. 

Besides the downtown centers in the Fine 
Arts and the Northwestern University build- 
ings, classes have been ‘established in fifty 
schools In various sections of the city.

WORK FOR A REFERENDUM 


THOUSANDS OF VOLUNTEERS CIR- 
CULATING PETITIONS. 


Great Efforts to Secure 100,000 Names 
by Oct. 3, When Council Meets—Plea 
Is Directed to Election Commission- 
ers, but Affidavit Will Be Filed for 
Benefit of Aldermen—Document Is 
Worded to Cover Any Measure That 
May Be Introduced. 


Petitions for a referendum of the pending 
or any other street car ordinance to the voters 
at the spring election are being circulated, 
The work has been delayed, both by the ne- 
cessity of getting the state petition recently 
filed at Springfield out of the way first and 
because the advocates of immediate munici- 
pat ownership claim they were taken by sur- 
prise, but from now on it will be carried on 


The movement is conducted from the office 
ot the Chicago American and The Examiner, 
under whose auspices it was started, and it 
Was stated by the managers there yesterday 
that already 3,000 volunteer solicitors are 
out with the petitions getting signatures. 
Besides, the work is being carried on through 
the agency and with the help of the federa- 
tion of labor, the turner societies and the 
Chicago Teachers’ federation.

Under the law the petition is addressed to 
the election commissioners, but it is the 
intention of the promoters of the movement, 
in case they secure the names, to file with the 
city council an affidavit setting forth the 
purpose of the petition and the extent to 
which it has been signed. This will be for 
the information of the mayor and aldermen 
and the claim is made that with such a peti- 
tion on file the council would hardly pass an 
ordinance which had not first been submitted 
to a vote of the people.

Ref dum on Three Points. 

The petition asks for a referendum on all or 
any of three propositions. They are: 

The Chicago City ordinance in its present form. 

The Chicago City ordinance as it may be amended 
by the council. 

Any franchise ordinance for this or any other 
company. 

This last clause would cover any measure 
which may be brought in for the Union Trac- 
tion company, as it is organized at present, or 
a blanket ordinance for the entire city, in 
case the Union Traction should acquire the 
Chicago City ordinance. It would also in- 
clude an ordinance for the Chicago Passenger 
company alone or.for that company in con- 
nection with any other lines. It is intended 
to cover all contingencies. 


Hopes of Promoters. 

The promoters of the movement predict 
that if their hopes are realized and they se- 
cure the signatures they expect a referendum 
will show a good sized majority against the 
passage of any ordinance. It would also be 
no longer an academic but a concrete ques- 
tion if so presented they assert.

acteristic of the human mind which other- 
wise might escape our attention. The 
froquois fire might thus have furnished a 
valuable experiment, showing the effect of 
terror upon a crowd. i

There are a few — psychologists who 
have made exhaustive studies of panics and 
the effect of terror upon the individual. They 
have studied the results as manifested in 
courts of justice, battles, and massacres. 
If one of them had been present during the 
Iroquois fire he would have been able to 
observe many instructive events and to ex- 
plain many things that thus far have re- 
mained unexplained. 

Most of us have seen horses so terrified 
by elephants and tigers that they stood 
8 trembling from head to foot, and unable, 

0 

There are reliable accounts of persons be- 
coming so frightened that they lost all power 
of flight, and, in certain instances, the fear 
has been so paralyzing in its effect thatthe 
person has fallen over dead. We do net know 
how many deaths in that fire were dye to 
the paralyzing effects of terror which was 
produced in the crowd. It is quite likey that 
some sat transfixed in their seats who might 
have fled had they not been overcome with 
fright. It is also not at all unlikely that 
some died as a result of the frigh@ and not 
from the direct effect of the heat r gases or 
trampling. 


* 

In the days after the fire it wag frequently 
remarked that it would be forewer impossi- 
ble to open the theater again even if the name 
should be changed. It had been the scene 
of such a horror that it wastthpught impossi- 
bie that intelligent beings could ever be in- 
duced to resort there for amupement and rec- 
reation. I was asked my opinion on the 
matter and I frankly admitted that I did 
not know whether it could ever profitably be 
opened again or not. Certain wise business 
men answered the question in a substantial 
way. They believed that the same edifice, 
with slight alterations could be made a 
profitable playhouse, Many prophesied that 
the seats would not be sold, but in this, as 
in many instances, the insight of the Amer- 
ican business man has proved correct. 

What is the meaning of all this? Why did 
the public say that it would never enter the 
door of the buildigg, and now why does & 
crowd through the doors? One answer might 
be that the mind of man is affected more by 
time than we are aware of. The afflicted 
one believes that he will never again be able 
to be happy, that he will ever be weighed 
down by the thought of his great loss. As 
the days go by the burden becomes lighter 
end finally ig nothing but a memory, with 
but an jonal sigh. Indeed, the sorrow 
‘itself may be the source of pleasure. Even 
Homer knew that man “rejoices in his 
tears. We take pleasure in thinking of the 
hardships and afflictions which we have 
endured. The “luxury of grief is no fle- 
tion. 

The assembling of the crowd at the site 
of the disaster is not to be accounted for so 
easily as would be the case if it were due 
solely to the forgetfulness of man. There 
must de another cause. Why did the crowd 
throng this one particular playhouse instead 
of going to one of the others? The perform- 
ance presented was not known to those who 
came; neither was the publicity given it 
either specially good or extensive. It is, of 
course, usual for a playhouse to be filled on 
its opening night, but the presence of such 
a multiutde as sought admission at that 
theater was not because it was opening night. 

The real ground for the presence of such

Modern psycho ts are accustomed to 
compare man with the lower animals and to 
seek, as far as posefbie, to find in animals the 
germs of that whifsh in man is more highly 
developed, or, in ‘certain instances, to find 
in a more visi form that which lies con- 
cealed in civi man. Thus all tendencies 
in civilised man; to kill and to destroy would 
be overcome byreason of social constraint, so 
concealed from view. If such a tendency 
were present it might be brought to view in 
connection w some unusual ciroumstance. 
Among us animals this ferocity is 
shown in itafpurest forms. Such animals are 
dependent pon their predatory instincts for 
their pres@rvation and the shedding of blood 
is with tem associated only with pleasing 
satisfaction. 

goes ty the higher animals sgem to take 
delight fin the agonies of their victims and KIll 
for the pleasure of seeing the exhibition of 
sufferéng. Scientists have observed the strik- 
ing milarity of man to the animals in this 
pertyoular. Savages, all the lower uncivilized 
races, children, and certain adult members of 
wied society give unmistakable evidence 
of this bestial characteristic. 

The ferocity which manifests itself in kill- 
img prey among certain animals, in homicide 
or suicide in certain abnormal cases in civil- 
ized society is discoverable in each individual, 
although frequently in a highly modified 
form. Among our cultured classes there is 
hardly any who would take delight in mur- 
ders; there are many who take delight in see- 
ing the shedding of blood (murder gladia- 
torial cambat, duel, train wreck, confia- 
gration, wars, football). There are few who 
do not enjoy the reading of the accounts of 
such instances of bloodshed. The bloodier 
the conflict and the more harrowing the de- 
scription the more fully does it satisfy the 
ferocity of human nature. 3 

The fascination which a calamity has for 
the human mind has been abundantly ex- 
emplified by the events connected with the 
fire which took place within the Iroquois 
theater. Great throngs gathered about the 
burning building, went from morgue to 
morgue, and glutted their eyes with the sight 
of the dead. The building was closed soon 
after the fire and the public was not per- 
mitted to enter, but everything connected 
with the awful disaster became an object of 
morbid interest. Pedestrians planned to 
walk down Randolph street just to take an- 
other look at the building. The passerby 
frequently stopped at the door of the theater 
and peeped through a crack in the door, al- 
though nothing was visible. Only last week 
crowds stood in the street and the alley to 
watch the workmen hauling the rubbish from 
the @uilding. Late in the afternoon mute 
crowds stood on the sidewalks, and before 
the doors of the playhouse were opened the 
sidewalks on both sides of the streets were 
thronged. 

This scene of destruction and everything 
connected with it possesses a most remark- 
able fascination over the human mind, and 
points all too clearly to our descent from 
lower forms of life. in which the instinct to 
kill was necessary for preservation, but 
which in civilized society needs to be re- 
directed or suppressed. The presence of this 
bestial predatory instinct In man is the real 
cause of the morbid interest in the Iroquois 
theater, and it alone is sufficient to explain 
the thronging of the reopened playhouse. 

The action of the audience as assembled 
was most interesting. Most of the people 
had come because of their morbid curiosity, 
the instinctive 
ferocity of man. They had not come to be 
entertained and were not in a receptive mood. 
It is a fact familiar to peychologists that peo- 
ple see what they go prepared to see, and that 
they enjoy what they go prepared to enjoy. 
We do not take away more than we bring to 
any event. Our attitude towards it is a 
large part of it. 

Here was an audience brought together by 
morbid curiosity and an attempt was made 
to entertain it by means of color, tone, form, 
rhythm, and by exhibitions of wit and skill. 
What sort of results should we expect? Most 
persons who thought about it at all must 
have anticipated a miserabie failure, and yet 
such was not the case. The people entered 
the theater with hushed tones and almost 
with bated breath. They acted as if they 
were attending a funeral. The faces were 


What He Read in Their Faces of Motives and Emotions. 


Walter Dill Scott, professor of psychology at Northwestern unfversity, was asked by The Tribune to attend the opening 
performance at Hyde & Behman's music hall, formerly the Iroquois Aheater, and write his impressions as a psychologist. He wrote 


sad and scarcely a word was spoken. For 
some time after the seats were filled no 
change occurred. Then gradually the feeling 
of awe seemed to disappear and the audience 
developed into a fairly sympathetic one. It 
was assumed by some that such an audience 
would show nothing but stolid indifference. 
How can we account for the presence of such 
enthusiasm and jollity as was manifested? 
The decorations of the building are red 
throughout. Everything in the bullding is 
bright and cheerful. No color has such an 
exhilarating effect as red, and this may have 
had its effect. Architecturally the building 
is unusually beautiful. Everything possible 
was done to distract the audience from mem- 
ories of the history of the house. A feeling 
of glee and animation seemed to pervade the 
performers. Frequent, but perhaps perfunc- 


tory, cheering.came from a part of the audi- 
ence. 


But still the question remains, How is it 
possible that human beings can be thus dis- 
tracted? We cannot do more than answer 
that man is a many sided being. His ferocity 
is but a single aspect of him. Those who 
are familiar with the Irish wake may be sur- 
prised that there was not a greater reaction 
than there was. 


— 

There have been certain objections raised 
to the reopening of the theater to the public. 
The Iroquois Memorial association is re- 
ported to have requested every minister of 
Chicago to raise his volce against the re- 
opening; clubs and federations and various 
associations within the city have been ap- 
pealed to, and the response has been hearty. 
The action of the managers has been con- 
demned in the most scathing terms possible. 
Such condemnation is probably concurred 
with by all refined and respectable persons 
who look upon the matter from a sentimental 
point of view. 

Sentiment is here in conflict with what 
the public calls “sordid greed,“ but what 
the managers call business sagacity.” 
What the ultimate outcome will be is a mat- 
ter of deep concern. It is not the function 
of the psychologist to decide upon the merits 
of the case. 

In China the greatest sentiment attaches 
itself to the graves of ancestors. This senti- 
ment is so powerful, the graves are so nu- 


‘merous that railroads have not been con- 


structed between cities which would be 
greatly benefited by their presence. The 
great practical advantage accruing from 
railroads has gradually induced the Chi- 
nese to sacrifice their sentiments. Even 
in the orlent, where sentiments are so strong, 
business interests are gaining the ground 
over sentiment. 

The American is primarily practical, but 
secondarily sentimental. Those of us who 
condemn the managers of this playhouse 
will do well to consider the question from 
their point of view. What would we do if 
we had a great sum invested in the building 
and were called on to pay thousands of dol- 
lars annually for ground rent? 

The northerner opposed slavery on senti- 
méhtal grounds. The southerner was of as 
high a type of civilization, and yet the senti- 
ment of the cage did not appeal to him. The 
part which financial interests play in de- 
termining our sentiments is well known. The 
public at large has no financial interest in 
the playhouse, and for it the question is one 
of mere sentiment. The managers have 
large financial interests at stake; these are 
for them sufficient to deaden sentiment. 

A pertinent question is. What will be the 
effect of the former associations of the build- 
ing on attracting crowds in the weeks and 
years to come? No one can answer that 
question at the present time, because no one 
knows all the conditions which enter into 
its solution. There are some for whom such 
a horror,of the place will abide that they will 
never be willing to enter the building. Many 
will go once because of their morbid curios- 
ity, and while there will forget the former 
association, and they will gradually forget 
that the building ever had been the Iroquois. 
Thus intense horror, morbid curiosity, and 
gradual forgetfulness are three elements 
which will have to be considered, but the rela- 
tive effect of each can scarcely be known 
in advance. 

It seems probable that the theater will con- 
tinue its performances, but whether an aver- 
age performance with ordinary publicity will 
be able to draw a crowd or not is a question 
which is left with the future.

TELLS OF HOSPITALS ABROAD. 


Dr. John S. Sweeney Returns from Trip 
to Europe for the Iroquois 
Association. 


Dr. John 8. Sweeney returned yesterday 
from Europe, where he went to Inspect emer- 
gency hospitals for the Iroquois Memoria] as- 
sociation. He will make a report to the 
trustees of the association at an early date. 

The hospitals examined by Dr. Sweeney are 
located in London, Paris, Berlin, and Vienna, 
and he says that those of the latter two cities 
come nearer to meeting the conditions of Chi- 
cago than any others. 

“The emergency hospitals which I visit- 
ed are all located in the congested business 
part of the city,” he said. In London and 
Paris the hospitals are conducted by the 
municipal government, but in Berlin and 
Vienna they are supported by voluntary sub- 
scriptions. 

“In Vienna the hospital maintains three 
ambulances, which are kept ready to respond 
instantly to a call. Each ambulance carries 
a driver, a physiclan, and a trained male 
nurse, so that there is no delay In caring for 
the patient.“

MINISTRATION AND VENEZUELA 
When, President Castro in December. 
1002, refused to comply with the peremp- 
. tory demand of the British, German, and 
Italian governments that the claims of 
their subjects should be satisfied, and force 
was resorted ta by those governments, ac“ 
ing joiutly, to compel him to pay, a situation 
arose which, if not delicately handled, 
might have led to serious complications, 
testing the scope and efficiency of the Mon- 
» poe doctrine. 

Venezuela was not altogether a lamb, nor 
the allied powers ravening wolves. While 
some of the claims they were seeking to 
collect were baseless or excessive in amount, 
Venezuela undoubtedly owed something. 
but had stubbornly refused to pay anything. 
President Castro had repeatedly shown his 
contempt for governmental obligations in 
his dealings with the United States as well 
as with European nations. 

President Roosevelt had said in his mes- 
gage of December, 1902, referring to the 
tropical countries of this hemisphere, “ it 
behooves each one to discharge its just ob- 
Ugations to foreigners.” Before the ulti- 
matums were presented to President Castro 
“assurances were given to President Roose- 
ell and Secretary Hay by the British and 

German governments that they would not 
use any more force than was necessary to 
seize custom houses and collect revenues 
until the claims had been paid. Any inten- 
tion of depriving Venezuela of territory was 

distinctly disavowed. 

Under these circumstances the American 

government could not justifiably say to 

Germany, Great Britain, and Italy that 
they must not carry out the program they 
had outlined. If it had done so it would 
indeed have been “ sensational, spectacular, 
and arbitrary (as the democratic plat- 
form characterizes Roosevelt's foreign 
policy). The powers went on, captured the 
feeble Venezuelan navy, and blockaded 

Venezuelan ports. 

In spite of the assurances given, the 

American people eyed with distrust and 

dissatisfaction the proceedings in the Car- 

Wbean sea. They feared that if the pay- 

tment of the claims through the seizure of 

tustom houses proved a slow matter an at- 
‘tempt might be made to convert a tem- 
porary into a permanent occupation. 

Phe administration, fully aware of this 
feeling, instructed its representative at 
Jaracas to do what he could to bring Pres- 
Nent Castro to reason. The state depart- 
ment was untiring in its efforts to promote 
Bm settlement. Finally a compromise was 

eeted, and under it adjudicated claims 

are now being paid. 


The 32 powers demanded that 
their claims should be paid before those of 
other nations which had not used force. 
They offered ¢o refer that contention to the 
president for decision. A “ sensational and 
spectacular” administration might have 
_ @ccepted the offer. President Roosevelt did 

not. He advised strongly that the question 

be referred to the permanent court of arbi- 
tration at The Hague, and carried his point, 
thus increasing the practical importance of 
that tribunal. 
Dignified diplomacy and unfailing tact 
ended a situation which, had it continned 
to fret and fester, was bound, as the pres- 
ident said in his last message, “ to cause 

Increasing friction and to jeopardize the 

peace of the continent.” The methods of 

the administration were not sensational, 
but they were effectual. | 

Hereafter European nations, aware of 

American popular feeling on the subject, 

will be less inclined to use force in collect- 
ing debts due by South American republics. 
On the other hand, those republics will be 


more likely to pay what they owe now that 
they have learned 
will not uphold thech in dishonest practices. 


UNION TRACTION AND THE Arr. 
Of course unified management of the 


— | street railways of Chicago is a benefit to 


Chicago. At any rate, it can be made a 
benefit to Chicago. Butitisalsoa benefit to 
the unified management. 

This is what the unified management does 
not see. It is so engrossed in benefiting 
Chicago that it has no time to see how it has 
benefited itself. Chicago will, therefore, be 
obliged to show it just how its altruism 
luckily coincides with its self-interest. 

Tue fundamental proof of the wisdom of 
unified management for the unified man- 
agement itself is that in many cities the 
street railway companies have voluntarily 
united. They have seen that more money 
can be made that way. 

The unified management of Chicago talks 
about through routes and universal trans- 
fers. These are undoubtedly good things 
for the city. But they are also the necessary 
results of a situation which is a good thing 
for the unified management. 

When the cars begin to run straight 
through the downtown district, when the 
downtown streets are no longer. used for 
switching purposes, when the capacity of 
the cars is thereby immensely increased, 
when a man can travel from the north side 
to Twelfth street for one fare, when Twelfth 
street and other outlying streets thereby 
gain business, when the congestion of down- 
town business is relieved, when that busi- 
ness is spread out over a larger area, when 
all business is thereby stimulated—the 


street car business will not be inj ‘ 


In other words, unified management in 
Chicago, as well as in other cities, is per- 
fectly justified on commercial as well as on 
philanthropic grounds. 

For instance, consider the situation along 
the south branch. At the present time, be- 
cause of two managements, one on each side 
of the south branch, there are practically 
no street car facilities across it west of Hal- 
sted street. Yet there would be a lucrative 
traffic if people had the opportunity of trav- 
eling from the west side to the south side 
across the south branch at Ashland and 
Western avenues. Unified management 
will be able to give the people this oppor- 
tunity. 

Chicago will, therefore, listen dubiously to 
the unified management when it says that 
because of the benefits conferred by it upon 
the city, it will expect better terms thap 
those contained in the present tentative Chi- 
cago City railway ordinance. No better 
terms can be granted without arousing in- 
tense popular disapproval. 


CONDITIONS AT THE UNIVERSITIES. 

The customary autumnal! reports are now 
being received from the colleges and univer- 
sities. The fall term is about to open, and 
each temple of learning is giving to the pub- 
lle a résumé of the conditions which prevail 
there as to higher education. The following 
is a digest of the reports so far received 
from some of the leading universities: 
Illinois university: Outlook discouraging. The 
heavy spring rains have evidently stunted the 
growth of the crop in this section. There is an 
abundance of raw material, but it is uniformly 
light in weight, and has not filled properly. Much 
of it as green and inexperienced. The coaches 
main cheerful attitude, but hold out no roseate 
hopes: ‘ 
Minnesota university: Insufficient bulletins as 
yet, but outlook by no means discouraging. Re- 
ports also conflicting. Material said to be 
light, and at the same time reported to weigh 
on an average 190 pounds. One recent consign- 
ment of 230 pounds for the position of left guard 


timistic. 

Michigan university: Reports decidedly bullish. 
Material said to average 200 pounds, with occa- 
sional shipments which grade from 205 to as high 
as 260 pounds. Over 50 per cent of the visible sup- 
ply is made up of well seasoned material from last 
year’s product. Early deliveries are being rushed 
to training quarters at Whitmore lake. 
Northwestern university: Customary early re- 
ports are extremely good. Material heavier and 
more promising than that of last year. Two hun- 
dred pounds from Waukesha will be added to the 
line. A shortage of heavy ends said to be apparent. 
Squad now numbers thirty-seven, with additions 
coming in daily. . 
Wisconsin university: Material coming in 
promptly, but is grading below standard in weight. 
Lack of heavy men for the line causing consider- 
able worriment. A heavy consignmcnt from Chi- 
cago was returned because it was below university 
scholastic grade. Same may happen to a choice 
shipment from Colorado. Demand for heavy men 
distinctly strong. 
Yale university: Reports meager, but not flat- 
tering. Deliveries slow and, go far, light in 
weight. Western markets competing more strong- 
ly for shipments which formerly went east. East 
limited to local product, which does not average 
as heavy as best grade from the west. 


FIGHTING LYNCH LAW. 

When the militia let a mob at Statesboro, 
Ga., take from it and lynch two negroes who 
had been convicted of a heinous crime and 
sentenced to be hanged, Gov. Terrell imme- 
diately ordered a court of inquiry to investi- 
gate the soldiers’ misconduct. Everybody 
in the north believed the result of the inves- 
tigation would be the application of a gen- 
erous coating of whitewash. It was a grati- 
fying disappointment when the court of in- 
quiry reported in favor of court martialing 
five cowardly, or traitorous, officers, and 
gave unstinted praise to a sixth, who had 
done his duty by trying to drive off the mob. 

The grand jury of Madison county, Ala., 
last week indicted several “leading citi- 
zens” of Huntsville for participation in the 
lynching of a negro. Threats to break open 
the jail and release the prominent cit- 
lzens who had been arrested were made. 
Gov. Cunningham promptly surrounded the. 


ders to shoot. No mob appeared. 

These are hopeful signs that the officials 
and the better class of citizens of at least two 
southern states are awakening to their duty 
in the matter of lynching. 


RUSSIAN RULES AS TO CONTRABAND. 

Word came from St. Petersburg early last 
week that the Russian government’ had 
given favorable consideration to the Amer- 
ian and British contenticn that foodstuffs 
and coal and other fuel should be treated 
as not contraband of war except when con- 
signed to blockaded ports or destined for 
the military or naval forces of the enemy. 
A dispatch received at the close of the week 
reported that the representations of the 
American government as to cotton had not 
been made in vain and that it will be classed 
as conditional instead of absolute contra- 
band. 

There was no mention of cotton in the list 
of articles claimed to be absolute contra- 
band which was issued by Russia when 
the war broke out. It was not included 
until several weeks later. This country is 
the great producer and exporter of cotton. 
Its interests would be seriously affected if 
in the event of war one belligerent were to 
assert the right to seize cotton consigned to 
private persons in the enemy’s country. 

Russia admits the soundness of the posi- 
tion of the American and British govern- 
ments. It is the position which she herself 
contended for vigorously over a century 
ago. But she insists that while consign- 
ments in the ordinary course of trade of food-

LETTER OF MAROQUISE DE PONTENOY 


Copyright: 1904: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


HEN Victor Emmanuel II. was pro- 
claimed king of Italy in March, 1801, 
the senate and legislative alliance 
of the nation gave expression 
to the wish that the heir apparent 
should always bear the title of prince of Pied- 
mont, in recognition of the role which Pied- 
mont and the Piedmontese had played in 
bringing about the realization of the dream 
of a united Italy. These wishes on the part 
of parliament and likewise the preferences 
of the reigning house were ignored by the 
government of the day, when, at the birth of 
the present king it insisted on his being pro- 
claimed prince of Naples,“ a title which it 
was believed would serve to tncrease the 
loyalty of the people of central and southern 
Italy to the house of Savoy, whereas it had 
precisely the contrary effect and merely con- 
tributed to keep green the memory of the de- 
throned Bourbon dynasty of Naples. 

The present king in styling his first born 
prince of Piedmont has, therefore, not only 
manifested the most politic consideration for 
the feelings of the papacy and of all devout 
Catholics, both in Italy and abroad, who 
would have resented the title of prince of 
Rome, but has likewise complied with the 
wishes of the Italian nation, recorded by its 
parliament at the time of the creation of the 
kingdom of united Italy. 

There were some who believed that the in- 
fant prince would be named duke of Sa- 
voy,” a title which was borne by the late 
King Victor Emmanuel until his accession 
to the throne, and by many previous heirs ap- 
parent of his house. But Savoy has for near- 
ly half a century ceased to belong to Italy, 
and aside from the malapropos of an heir 
apparent styling himself duke of a duchy 
that belongs to a foreign power, the style 
would merely have kept alive in Italy dis- 
agreeable memories of the piece of exceed- 
ingly sharp practice by means of which 
Napoleon IIL. forced upon Italy a humiliating 
surrender of the duchy of Savoy to France. 
Piedmont, as every history will show, is the 
oldest possession of the now reigning house 
of Italy, having been subject to ite sway for 
five or six centuries. 


It is net the grand cross of the Order of St. 
George but the third class which has been 
conferred upon Gen. Stoessel by the czar for 
his gallant defense of Port Arthur. Those 
responsible for the circulation of the story 
that the first class of this distinction had 
been granted to the general are manifestly 
unaware of the extraordin restrictions 
that are involved in its bestowal. Perhaps 
the best illustration thereof that can be given 
is. the fact that at the present moment there 
is but one living Knight Grand Cross of the 
Order of St. George, who, having received the 
inferior grade thereof for his services in the 
Crimean war, and for his victorious cam- 
paign in the Caucasus ten years later, was 
awarded the grand oross for his achieve- 
ments as commander in chief of the Russian 
army in Asia Minor during the Russo-Turk- 
ish conflict of 1876-1877. 

Since the creation of the order by Empress 
Catherine II. in 1769 there have been but four 
members of the reigning house of Russia to 
wear the grand cross of the order—namely: 
the Grand Duke Michael, whom I have just 
mentioned, his elder brother, the late Grand 
Duke Nicholas, for his victorious conduct of 
the Russian forces in Europe to San Stefano, 
within sight of the walls of Constantinople, 
in the war of 1877; Empress Catherine her- 
self, the founder of the order; and Emperor 
Alexander II., who allowed himself to be por- 
suaded to don the insignia of a Knight Grand 
Cross of the Order by the knights thereof 
on the occasion of the centennial anniversary 
of ite foundation. 

Neither Emperor Paul nor yet his son, 
Alexander I., consented to accept the grand 
cross of the order, and when, at the close of 
the Napoleonic wars, in which Alexander I. 
had taken an active part, he was urged by the 
chapter of the order to invest himself with 
the first class of the order, he declined on the 
ground that he had not commanded in chief 
the army that had vanquished Napoleon at 
the battle of Leipsic, and that had made a 
victorious entry into Paris, but that since he 
had taken part in the military operations he 
would consent to don the fourth and lowest 
class of the order. He, however, bestowed 
the second class of the order upon his broth- 
er, the Czarevitch Constantine Paulowitch, 
who had commanded the Russian forces that 
had taken part in the victory of Leipsic. 

The late emperor of Russia, Alexander III., 
is the only other member of the imperial fam- 
ily to have died as a member of the second 
class of the order, which was bestowed upon 
him while still czarevitch for his command of 
the Rustchuk force of the Russian army in 
the Turkish war of 1877. Grand Duke Vladi- 
mir, the uncle of the present emperor, re- 
ceived the third class of the order for his 
victories at Trostenik and Metchk in this 
same war with Turkey of 1877, and is the only 
prince of his house to have received this class 
of the order. 

Emperor Nicholas I. declined to wear any- 
thing but the insignia of the fourth and low- 
est class of the order, which is Hkewise worn 
today by the present emperor’s sallor uncle, 
Grand Duke Alexis, who received it for serv- 
ices in connection with the passage of the 
Danube in the war of 1877; and by the Grand 
Dukes Nicholas Nicolaivitch, Sergius Alex- 
androvitch, Constantine Constantinovitch, 
and Nicholas Michaelivotch, all for services 
rendered in the Turko-Russian war of a quar- 
ter of a céntury ago. 

The only woman knight of the Order of St. 
George since its founder, the great Empress 
Catherine, is the ex-queen of Naples, one of 
the surviving sisters of Empress Elizabeth 
of Austria, and who was awarded the fourth 
class of the order by Emperor Alexander II. 
and by the chapter of the order, for her mag- 
nificent defense of the fortress of Gaeta in 
1861-1862, against the forces of King Victor 
Emmanuel and of Garibaldi. 

The Gen. Nicholas Nicolaivitch who is 
mentioned in the cable dispatches as a pos- 
sible successor of Kouropatkin, and who, un- 
der any circumstances, is destined to an im- 
portant command in Manchuria, is the grand 
duke of that name, a cousin of the present 
emperor, and the eldest son of the late Grand 
Duke Nicholas, who, as stated above, com- 
manded in chief the Russian forces in the 
Balkans during the war with Turkey, a quar- 
ter of a century ago. This Grand Duke 
Nicholas is inspector general of cavalry, and 
regarded as one of the most capable genere la 
and brilliant cavalry leaders of the Muscovite 
army. His father, who was terribly extrava- 
gant, died head over ears in debt, leaving his 
two sons with no fortune. 

Grand Duke Nicholas, the elder of the two, 
has, however, rendered himself financially 
independent by contracting a morganatic 
marriage on Sept. 4, 1892, with Mme. Bour- 
nine, the comely widow and sole heiress of an 
enormously rich tea merchant of Moscow. 
The marriage is ignored by the Almanach de 
Gotha, though mentioned in other similar 
works of reference, and was authorized by 
the czar on the understanding that the wom- 
an should remain content with the name of 
her first husband and should make no pre- 
tensions to the titles and rank of Grand Duke 
Nicholas. Of course, the lady does not ap- 
pear at court, but in spite ot this her position 
is am agreeable one, the marriage a happy 
one, and she enjoys universal respect. 


GERMANY’S NEW NAVY. 
Another British Vote of Alarm. 
{London Spectator.) 

The German emperor, watching the contest 
in the far east, is still intent on increasing 
bis war fleet, and extending the influence of 
his empire as a world power.“ In a speech 
which he made at Hamburg on Tuesday at a 
dinner given him by the senate he expressed 
his pleasure at the feet which the people 
had given him after eight years of refusals, 
but called it only “the kernel of a fleet,“ 
adding: The German nation has the right 
to maintain the navy and the army which it 
requires for the maintenance of its inter- 
ests, and no one would desire to prevent it 
from developing these defenses in accord- 
ance with its own wish and will.“ Has any- 
body expressed any such desire? The most 
that has been said is that if an immensely 
strong power on the North sea increases its 
navy without any visible necessity for such 
increase, other powers whose coasts also 
are washed by the North sea will do well to 
follow its example. Otherwise when quar- 
rels arise they may not be able to keep the 
peace which is, of course, the first object 
of the German emperor, though expansion 
in Turkey, Brazil, and China may be among 
his minor aspirations.

Considering the conditions under which 
it was given, the presentation of Romeo 
and Juliet offered by Miss Marlowe and 
Mr. Sothern and their company at the II- 
nois last evening is deserving of sincere 
commendation and hearty praise. It was 
an evidently earnest and painstaking en- 
deavor to present in a worthy, dignified, and 
artistic manner one of the classic magter- 
pieces of the stage. The shortcomi dis- 
covered were the unimportant ones inci- 


dental to a first performance and the more 


serious ones which find their origin in the 
conditions existent upon our stage of today. 

The former will be easily corrected. They 
will vanish almost of themselves. The 
others are not so lightly to be effaced. But 
time will correct these, too, if the avowed 
endeavor of Mr. Frohman and Miss Marlowe 
and Mr. Sothern to continue the production 
of the classic drama know not failure in ful- 
fillment. Time and their activity will edu- 
cate players in the “ grand style,” and thus 
furnish the material needed to round out 
and complete the casts employed. ‘ 

— 

That Mise Marlowe and Mr. Sothern will 
add to their abilities by this increased op- 
portunity is also certain, and thus gradually 
the standard of the performances in their en- 
tirety will be brought nearer to the ideal 
and the desired. The lack noted both in the 
stars and in their support last evening was 
the inability to read the Shakspearean verse 
with the nobility, dignity, and sincerity it 
requires. 

To prate of proper readings” of the 
bard is easy and is often the light criticism 
ot thoughtless inability. But that there is 
a suitable reading for Shakspearean verse: 
just as there is for classic music, almost 
every thinking person will concede. And 
any one who watched the performance last 
evening closely and critically will scarcely 
stand ready to deny that the impressive 
moments in that performance were those in 
which Miss Marlowe delivered the lines of 
Juliet with dramatic breadth and authority. 
The Potion Scene became the climax of the 
evening just because of this. The Friar’s 
speech, beginning Hold thy desperate 
hand,” was an inspiring moment for the 
same reason. And the last scenes for Romeo 
in the play fell short of the satisfactory be- 
cause Mr. Sothern lent them melodramatic 
boisterousness or modern ” realistic whin- 
iness rather than tragic depth and sincerity.

that those admirers had hoped she might, she” 


gave them abundant promise that only a 
little more time is needed for her to do so. 
She was not wholly at ease in her old- new 
work. The nervousness of a trying and im- 
portant first night was upon her, and the 
habits and manners acquired during long 
years of melodrama, historical stage bluster, 
and modern comedy drama were not to be 
shaken off ina day or a week. a 

She was a picture that delighted the eye 
when first she appeared, and the sixteen 
years of Juliet—the version used reads six- 
teen instead of fourteen—were not too severe 
a test on the spectator’s credulity. The bal- 
cony scene was played with fine apprecia- 
tion of the poetry and beauty of the lines. 
There was possibly a little too much of 
appreciation, for there was now and again 
a hint of the studied and self-conscious quali- 
ties not wholly in keeping with the Juliet of 
this scene. In the later acts, however, Miss 
Marlowe came into her own, and from the 
farewell in the chamber until the close of 
the potion scene she was worthy of all that 
her admirers had claimed and hoped for 
her. The death scene was made less of than 
had been expected, but this may have been 
merely an incident of the first performance. 


— 

Mr. Sothern surprised by playing the bal- 
cony scene in every way admirably. There 
was emotional sincerity, abundant tempera- 
mental warmth, ample passion, and yet fine 
artistic proportion to all he did. It was the 
young, hot blooded, ecstatic Italian lover 
who was seen here, and the real honors of 
this act went to Mr. Sothern rather than to 
Miss Marlowe. The duel scene was also 
handled with inspiriting dash and fiery im- 
petuosity, and made the climax of the act 
a telling one. The love lorn moods of the 
first act were made so pronounced that affeo- 
tation was barely avoided, and in the apothe- 
cary scene and the t act before and in 
the tomb the Sothern m and exag- 
gerations came to light and were as unwel- 
come as ever. 

Of the cast, opportunity must be taken at 
another time to speak. Mr. Crompton's Friar 
Lawrence was a figure of much dignity and 
impressiveness, Mr. Hackett’s Benvolio is 
remembered as among the best achievements 
of the evening, the Balthasar of Mr. Gill 
merits commendation, and the nurse of Mrs. 
Sol Smith was in all respects excellent. 

The scenery was elaborate but not aggres- 
sively so, and was admirable in taste and 
design. The costuming was rich and har- 
monious, and the handling of the super- 
numerary forces excellent. The performance 
moved with remarkable smoothness for an 
opening night, and was recefved by the 
large and fashionable audience with every 
evidence of approval.

TEN CHICAGOANS QUALIFY 


W. E. Egan Is Best of Local Con- 
tingent—H. C. Egan Equals 
Amateur Record for Course. 


Glen Echo Country Club, St. Louis, Mo., 
Sept. 19.—St. Louis golfers today catured 
eleven places in the thirty-six holequalifying 
round of the Olympian golf championship, 
two world’s fair city golfers, Ralph McKitt- 
rick and Stuart Stickney of the Country club 
tying at 168 for the gold medal honors.

LAMENTS A GROWING BVIL 


“ROUNDING UP” OF DESIRABLE 
COLLEGE FOOTBALL PLAYERS. 


Charles 8. Pike, President of the Uni- 

versity of Chicage Alumni Club, 
Says the Pernicious Practice Is Un- 
N doubtedly on the Increase and That 
It Is Lowering the Standard of Col- 
lege Athletics—Midway Institution 
Has Clean Hands. 


Chicago, Sept. 10.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une. Relative to the discussion now appear- 
ing in the public prints concerning the over- 
zealous work of the alumni of the various 
western educational institutions in round- 
ing up” high school athletes for this sea- 
son’s football teams, it is deemed timely and 
advisable to absolutely define, once and for 
all, the position taken by the alumni of the 
University of Chicago regarding this per- 
nicious and fast growing evil. 

The graduates of the local university have 


never attempted, nor will ever et- 
tempt, to induce preparatory school 
athletes to enter Chicago by bribing 


them with any money considerations 
whatsoever, and this occasion is taken 
to make public protest against an undesir- 
able condition of affairs that will eventually 
result in pulling down the present high stand- 
ard of college athletics to the extreme level 
of rank professionalism. This evil method is 
one that bodes no good, either for the col- 
leges that permit of its employment or for 
the students that put up their athletic serv- 
ices for auction to the highest bidder; so now, 
when football prospects appear so promising 
for a team of championship caliber at Chi- 
cago, the voice of every loyal alumnus of 
the university is raised against this unsports- 
manlike condition that prevails in many 
western institutions of learning. 

Without wishing to cast any slurs upon 
“our friends, the enemy.“ it is known that 
one of the chief causes for the present un- 
savory state of college athletics is due, in 
large part, to the overplus of zeal and mis- 
directed, unsportsmanlike effort that is put 
forth by certain men that control the busi- 
ness management of athletics in a number 
of institutions. These men, in their desire 
to get together a collection of athletes of 
superior ability, employ all manner ot un- 
becoming methods to bring these athletes 
into their respective folds, and it is com- 
mon scandal that many financial induce- 
ments have been held out to athletes—in a 
direct, as well as in an indirect manner—that 
should never be extended or accepted under 
the established rules of pure amateur sport. 

The spirit of Chicago, within and without 
the quadrangles of the university, is the 
embodiment of clean sportsmanship that is 
thoroughly amateur in every regard, and it 
is not to be doubted that the majority of 
the alumni of all the western universities 
prefer to see the same degree of amateur 
sportsmanship maintained by their own alma 
maters. In many colleges, however, the ath- 
letic departments are in charge of well mean- 
ing young men of enterprise, to whom ath- 
letic supremacy at any price or scale of 
prices seems to be the one consummation 
most devoutly to be wished, and it is to 
these men that the blame and the shame for 
the growth of this unwelcome practice of\ 
employing athletes for a price should beg 
given. 

The institution of learning that is com- 
pelled to hold out additional inducements to 
prospective students other than those of true 
educational worth and advantage to bring 
them to its doors, is one that makes open ac- 
knowledgment of its low educational stand- 
ards. The university, on the other hand, that 
maintains and Insists upon upholding a high 
standard of scholarship and strict ama- 
teurism, is one that is much more 
deserving of support from its own student 
body, its alumni, and the public at large. 
If this stand were taken by more colleges and 
universities throughout the country, the 
present evil of professionalism would soon 
die out and college athletics would be as they 
should be, above reproach,
